LONDON RAILWAY STRIKE
AFFECTING OTHER LINES

I InahieerH on Urlarliton nml Sontb-
>vesteru Culled Out, Halt-

. Injj TrnfTic.

LONDON. Feb. «..The first step in

the direction of the threatened exten¬
sion of Che railroad strike beyond
the local lines in London was taken
last night., when some of tho engineers
on the Brighton and the Southwestern
roads were est I led out.
The union order was issued during

tho evening, but passenger trains ran
until midnight. Freight service, how¬
ever. was partially suspended follow¬
ing the issuance of the strike order.
K-arly trains to the suburbs from
"Waterloo Station, tho I/ondon terminus
of the Southwestern, were not started
this morning, as the engineers did
not appear.

Late last night an official 2'°tice was
posted at Waterloo Station, stating
thst. owing to labor troubles, train
service might be "considerably reduced
or entirely suspended."
The Southwestern, in addition to

serving many western suburbs of the
city, runs westward through IJngland
as far as Cornwall, while the
Brighton road serves a populous a rest
in Southeastern Ungland as far west
as Portsmouth and the Isle of Wight.It is one of the largest passengerroads in the Southern London suburbs.
The calling of the locomotive, engi¬

neers on these lines, while fulfilling a
threat, to call n general strike, made
Monday, is also looked upori as a retort
to the letter from Andrew Bonar Law.
government leader in the House of
Commons. In which he refused to meet
the strikers.

It is also a result of the failure of
J. IJromley, secretary of the Associa¬
tion of Locomotive. Knglneers and
Firemen, to reach a settlement with
Sir Albert Stanley, president of tho
Hoard of Trade, and Sir Jtobert Home.Minister of Labor.

turned Intto the Treasury for the cot¬
ton. that is the amount which can he
recovered before the court, under the
terms of the law permitting compen¬sation for the seizures.
